Town meeting 
exceeds levy limit

With barely a quorum and 
discussion figuratively "going to 
the dogs,” special town meeting 
voters in Wilmington took action 
on one article Monday which 
forced the budget to exceed the levy 
limit by $89,353. 

In just over an hour, voters 
agreed to raise $210,000 for the 
first year debt service for the $1:25 
high school renovation bond a 
figure exempt from the levy limit. 
They also approved an additional 
$34,206 to bring the town's 
Shawsheen Tech assessment up to 
$749,000 and went along with a 
request to increase the dog officer's 
salary by $9,212. 

As expected, four other articles 
were either withdrawn of passed 
over. Other budget requests were 
not brought up at’this time, said 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
because expected state aid from the 
Senate will not be forthcoming to 
"any great degree." 

Despite concerns by Finance 
Commitee Chairman Mark Lutz 
that funding requests were bringing 
the town “further over the levy 
limit," residents seemed to feel 
“obligated” to up the Tech figure 
and agreed to increase thedog 
offi salary because most of the 
funds were available through 
kennel fees, fines and other monies 
generated by the job. 

“Why spend anything when we're 
this far over the levy limit?" asked 
Lutz, adding that "there's no reason 
or logic behind that." The feéling 
was echoed by Selectman Rocco 
DePasquale, who wanted to know 
where the money would come 
from. 

"It's a risk we're taking,” 
admitted Stapczynski, adding that 
if, at the end of the fiscal year, no 
more state aid is available, voters 
would have to come back to another 
town meeting and cut approved 
budget items. 

Most of the discussion of the 
evening, however, centered around 
new dog officer Ellen Webster and 
a move by Town Crier editor Fred 
Neilson to make the position full 
time rather than on a contractual 
basis. 


The contractual post has 
“dbsolutely no benefits,” said 
Neilson as he pointed out should 
Webster sustain on the job injuries 
she would not be covered by 
insurance. He was backed by a 
steady stream of residents who 
claimed Webster is doing "a 
tremendous job" and “:deserves 
what she can get.” 

“L think it's extremely unfair to 
expect someone to be on call 24 
hours a day and not to have 
benefits,” said one vocal resident. 

While agreeing that the new dog 
officer has indeed improved the 
position, Stapezynski and selectmen 
said the town wasn't in a position to 
handle the post as a full time 
position at this time. They cited the 
cost, the need to rebid the position, 
and the need for further “evidence” 
that the job requirements be 
increased. 

In the end, voters defeated 
Neilson's amendment. The line 
item for additional pay for the dog 


officer passed, raising the 
appropriation from $5788 to 
$15,000 


The request to raise $210,000 for 
the high school bond passed easily 
It was the third vote needed to 
allow Stapozynski to prepare a 10 
year bond for high school 
renovation additions. Voters had 
agreed to override Prop 2 1/2 at 
turday's election in order to fund 
the addendum, 

Both Stapezynski and selectman 
Jim Stewart spoke in favor of 
approving additional funds for the 
Tech, saying taxpayers are 
“obligated” because the other 
district towns agred to the budget 
increase. Stewart, however, 
pointed out this is the second year 
Wilmington voters disapproved an 
increase in that budget. He 
Suggested that in the future there be 
closer cooperation between the 
Tech and the town and more budget 
preparation, 

Tech school committeeman Kevin 
Sowyrda reported that had it not 
been for "some very significant 
confusion” over claims of "double 
dipping” at April's meeting, voters 
might have passed the budget at that 
time 


Voters approve 2 1/2

Less than 1,000 voters braved the 
inclement weather Saturday to 
approve a Prop 2 1/2 override to 
fund an addendum to the original 
$6.5 million bond for high school 
renovations. Though 117 voters 
spelled the difference between 
success and failure, in one precinct 
there was only one vote difference 
and in two precincts the override 
failed. 

Wardens at polls in town hall and 
the Wildwood School expressed 
disappointment that the turn-out of 
young adults with elementary age 
children was so low. 

According to Sarah Cosman, the 
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majority of voters at town hall 
were older citizens, something 
agreed to by Town Clerk Pat 
Lynch, who was stationed at the 
Wildwood School. However, she 
added, throughout the day she did 
see a mixture of elderly and young 
people and at no time could she 
predict how the vote was going. 

"I feel terrific,” said an elated 
Buzz Stapczynski. The Town Man- 
ager added that "it's very nice to 
have the support of the voters, This 
secures a facility in Wilmington 
which will be more modern and 
up-to-date, one which will be used 
by the entire community.”

Two educators granted 
leaves of absence

Both West Intermediate Principal 
William Fay and Woburn Street 
School teacher William Simmons 
‘were granted a one year leave of 
absence by the Wilmington School 
Committee last Wednesday night. 

Fay, long a member of the Wil- 
mington School System, requested 
the time off effective August 31 to 
pursue another career option. 
Simmons, who taught in the system 
15 years, requested leave to gain 
administrative experience in the 
Derry, New Hampshire school 
district. 

In a recent interview, Fay said he 
felt the time was ripe for a change 
as the West Intermediate has som 
as far as it can go under his’ fea- 
dership. Since losing bids for the 
high school principalship and the 
superintendency, Fay added, some 
of the “challenge” has gone for 
him 

Fay's effectiveness as a principal, 
first at the North and then at the 
West Intermediate School, was 
aided by the school rapport he had 
with the students in his care, his 
faculty, and parents in the 
community. 

"My greatest reward is that 
people had enough confidence to 
put their kids in my care," said Fay, 
adding that he will greatly miss the 
day to day contact with the students. 
_ Of the Wilmington School Sys- 
tem, he pointed out “we're in a 
transition period” and the system, 
under Superintendent Robert Hor- 
an, is “definitely on its way back.” 
He feels Horan has been good for 
the system because he's "low key 
and yery responsive to teachers and 
administrators.” 

Fay will be taking over the 
American Traveller travel agency 
headquartered in Wilmington. 
"This is the brass ring that kind of 
fell into my lap,” said Fay of the 
Opportunity to move in another 
direction in "the private sector.” 

Simmons told the committee 
‘Wednesday "I want a chance to 
further myself and bring my skills 
back to Wilmington." He will be 
taking a job as assistant principal in 
the Derry system for one year then 
expects to return to Wilming- 
ton.Horan said though he was “all 
in favor" of the move, he couldn't 
recommend approval since leaves 
are only granted to explore avenues 
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outside the educational field. The 
committee, however, could and did 
grant the leave, contingent upon the 
president of the Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation agreeing to sign off without 
prejudice. 

Both men were lauded by 
committee members. In referring 
to Simmons’ new position, Shirley 
Callan said "I see this as a better- 
\ment; I think he's generous to 
return."Of Fay, Bridget Zukas 
said, "I'm very sorry he's seeking 
another career. Mr, Fay has always 
shown the most genuine caring for 
the children and they're going to 
lose their best friend.” 


{ Dembowski tackles four 
\ areas of concern 


After taking several surveys, 
Dembowski found the system's 
computers are not being used to 
their maximum. He suggested the 
development of a computer cur- 
riculum and starting computer 
education in grade four with a 
computer lab and instructor in each 
elementary school. As part of his 
job, Dembowski added, the in- 
structor should be trained to main- 
tain the equipment for longer life. 

Dembowski anticipates most pa- 
rental concern will center around a 
reorganization plan to utilize build- 
ing space to the optimum. Because 
the elementary school population is 
now at its peak and the intermediate 
schools are only half full, Dem- 
bowski has been looking at five 
options to balance the populations. 

Included in the potential plans are 
‘one to use One intermediate school 
for seventh and eighth grades and 
the other for grades five and six, 
and another to reopen the Boutwell 
School and redistrict. 

The accreditation process is al- 
ready underway with the formation 
of three elementary steering com- 
mittees, Dembowski said. A visit. 
ing team of professionals is 
expected to visit Wilmington in the 
fall of 1987 to point out areas of 
improvement, he added.

The race for governor in Massachusetts has probably 
brought niore attention to the Republican party lately than it 
has ever received in the past year.

And 
most important of all, this information proves that Greg 
Hyatt has nothing to hide. 

in any event, the Republican convention was buzzing with 
the news on Hyatt and organized a movement to draft an 
alternative candidate. The name Switzler began to come up, 
and before Hyatt could change his clothes the state 
representative from Wellesley, Royal Switzler, had captured 
the nomination, x 

Now Royal Switzler is not a stranger to politics. For the 
past ten years he has been a proverbial nuisance‘to the House 
leadership, acting in the role of a watchdog legislator. 
Switzler has always been the type of politician that people 
cither love'or hate. And, whether you admire the man or not 
would depend on your own political persuasion. To most 
people he is the star of Channel 44, which provides live 
coverage of the Massachusetts House of Representatives. 
Royal was the guy you would see debating anything from a 
new clerks position at one of the district courts to the phone 
bill of a fellow legislator. In summary, he is probably the 
most fiscally conservative member in the history of the state 
legislature, and for this reason had a large following here in 
Taxachusetts. 

Subsequently, the Republican party left their convention 
with a surprise nominee, and a lower slate of candidates who 
were felt to be quite promising, even by the Democrats. The 

neral feeling was that the stories on Hyatt had crippled 
him, and that Switzler would take the lead However, we 
may now want to give that one a second thought. Last week 
Switzler made the shocking announcement that he was 
responsible for some serious errors on his old campaign 
literature. Royal had apparently stated that he was a captain 
in the army, and a Green Beret no less, who had seen action 
in Vietnam, In fact, Switzler never rose above the rank of 
sergeant, and served in Korea, only visiting Vietnam briefly. 
Switzler had apparently contracted John Lakian's disease, 

The effect of Switzler's disclosure was obvious, There 
were about thirty Republican state reps on Beacon Hill 
recommending that Switzler make immediate fyneral 
arrangements. Instead, Switzler has barricaded himself in 
his basement office at the State House deciding what his next 
move should be. His options appear rather limited at this 
point, but you still have to feel a little bad for good old 
Royal. It can't be too easy being the state rep from a town 
like Wellesley, where quiche is served at all the town 
meetings. He probably felt that his yuppie constituents would 
not stand for anyone who was a mere sergeant. The rank of 
captain is much more acceptable in Wellesley. As for saying 
he served in Vietnam, Switzler has apparently been watching 
too many Sylvester Stallone movies, thus succumbing to yet 
another disease, the Rambo Syndrome 

All of this leaves the Republican party in a bit of turmoil 
right now. Hyatt got a raw deal because of an unsubstantiated 
story whose timing was quite suspicious, and now Royal 
Switzler appears to have royally botched his political career 
The end result of all this may be that the party needs to take a 
close lok at itself. There are quite a few conservatives out 
there who are looking for an organized republican party to 
Support, but right about now they would have to drive up to 
New Hampshire to find it. And, you can say what you like 
about Switzler and Hyatt, but we have yet to see people 
jumping to put on their Dukakis bumper stickers. The best 
solution for all of this is a state wide Republican candidate 
who is not only free from controversy but recognized by all 
the people as a legitimate contender. 

Having completed his work for the season, I wonder what 
Larry Bird is doing this November?

As Head of the Household, dad shelled out the money, 
doling out what little allowances we could wheedle out of 
him, with a tight fist. To this day, he is anything but a 
spendthrift, always being careful to use an item until it 
literally falls apart in his hands. Only after something is 
deemed no longer usable -- and after much coupon clipping 
and comparison shopping -- does my father break down and 
make his big purchase. 

Along with being Head of the Household, my dad is a 


talented musician, a lover of people, and a firm believer that 
God will prevail in his life. 

My father loves to sing. Fortunately, enor voice is of a 
professional caliber and so riveting that when he sings, 
people enjoy listening. Renditions of "My Wild Irish Rose, " 

"Peg O' My Heart," and "Darktown Strutters Ball" bring 
tears to my eyes even today as I will recall songfests around 
campfires and family gatherings around the basement piano. 

My dad also contributed much to our local church choir 
with some commanding solos and soul-touching duets with 
my mom. He often would pick up and play various 
instruments and was the prime mover behind a family band 
which played at early dawn services and other local 
functions. 

These days, dad strums along on a banjo with a 
Florida-based banjo band, a band which is rapidly becoming 
known for its fine musical renditions and easy going 
comaraderie. 

My father also loves people. Give him five minutes and 
he'll know your life history -- or you'll know his. In the past 
he has made friends in some out-of-the-way places -- under 
car hoods, around a poker table, swimming in a lake, 
bending over in store aisles, or traveling cross country in a 
long since discarded van. 

One fact is certain; you could never call my father shy. 
Rather, he goes out of his way to make others feel at home. 
He savors life and, since his long-time bout with heart 
problems, considers each day a gift from God. 

Today, the word that best describes my father is mellow. 
Gone -- almost -- are the barked orders, the strict rules, the 
worry and daily responsibilities of raising five kids. In its 
place is a relaxed way of life, the enjoyment of numerous 
grandchildren, and an ability to take each day a step at a 
time. 

Though he'll always be the Head of the Household to me, 
I'm grateful this Father's Day that dad can finally sit back 
and reap some of the benefits he so richly deserves. Happy 
Father's Day, Dad, and many, many more.

The Wilmington Board of Health 
tightened up septic system regula- 
tions for new homes last Friday 
bowing, in some instances, to 

+ concerns expressed by local buil- 
ders and engineers at a prior 
meéting. 

Board chairman Dr. James 
Ficociello spoke for all when he 
said he hoped the new regulations 
would be looked on as “rational, 
reasonable” and "something we can 
all live with." 

Under the revised regulations, the 
capacity of septic tanks will be in- 
creased from 1250 to 1500 gal 


Jons.According to a recent data 
study, said board member Domenic 
Tutela, this size tank shouldn't have 
been cleaned out for 20 years. 

Though there will be an 800 
square foot minimum on each pri- 
mary and reserve leaching bed, 
members agreed they could allow 
builders to put in a smaller reserve 
area and larger primary one and 
still remain within Title V septic 
system guidelines 

Under the regulations, the flow 
rate will be increased to 150 gallons 
per bedroom with a minimum of 
600 gallons per lot 

So as not to penalize small lot 
owners, however, members decid.

ed builders could waive the regu- 
lations providing they guarantee 
the number of bedrooms in a home 
on that property would never 
exceed three. This guarantee would 
be registered with the deed and 
brought to the attention of anyone 
purchasing that home at a later 
date. 

Other changes require that 
trenches be a minimum of two feet 
deep and a maximum of three feet 
wide. Pits will have to be a 
minimum of three feet deep 

Builders will have to comply with

How many persons were there 
who saw Jimmy Hale go through 
the window and into the home of 
Martha and Daniel Pearson, back in 
1849? 

Possibly there were a dozen 
Possibly there were two or more 
dozen, There might have been half 
a hundred persons, no one knows 

Somehow, in the days when hard- 
ly anYone knew of the telegraph, 
just invented by Samuel F.B 
Morse, the news of the murders 
spread quickly 

Abiel Carter possibly did not hear 
of it immediately. He lived wo 
miles away, on what is now Glen 
Road, just up from the Wildes 
Railroad, His home was on the right 
hand side, going toward Silver

Daniel Pearson was nowhere to 
be found. No one had seen him for 
days. If there were any footprints 
in back of the house they had been 
destroyed by the people who had 
been gathering in back of the 
Pearson Home.

Abiel followed those footprints 
down the Andover Road, to what is 
now Salem Street, and to what is 
now Middlesex Avenue. In those 
days Middlesex Avenue was called 
“the Main Road.” 

He followed the footprints down 
the Main Road to what is now Main 
Street, where they turned left, 
toward the railroad station on the 
south side of what is now Bur- 
lington Avenue. There, at the plat- 
fori, the footprints disappeared 
Someone, with a cut in the sole of 
his shoe, had evidently taken a train 
to Boston or Lowell. 

Another person who was inter- 
ested was Lemuel Cobb Eames. He 
lived in the old Daniel Eames howe 
(1723) on Woburn Street, across 
from Wildwood Street, where the 
Wolff family lives today 

He was a son of Ensign Nathan 
Eames, a brother to Nathan, and an

uncle to Mary Ann Eames Hale. He 
was, in 1849, 36 years old. 

Eames was a graduate of Phillips 
Academy, and was chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. In later years 
he was to hold other offices, in- 
cluding that of state representative. 

The people who attended church 
with him on Sundays called him 
“Cobb.” It was a distinctive name, 
for a person who was distinctive. 

Those who labored on the farms 
of Wilmington, or did similar 
work, called him “Lem.” 

The selectmen discussed the 
murders, in their next meeting 
Presumably Daniel Pearson had 
committed the murders. How could 
it be proven? 

They offered a $25 reward, That 
was a lot of money, back in 1849. 

Cobb Eames went to Boston. t 
found a livery stable where Daniel 
Person had worked, keeping care 
of horses. But Pearson had left 
Some one said he had gone to New 
York on a ship. 

Every month or two Cobb Eames 
returned to Boston and scouted 
around in the livery stables. Finally 
he found there was one in which 
Pearson was working. Cobb r 
turned home, and made a few 
arrangements. 

Then he went back to Boston, to 
the stable where Pearson was work 
ing. He succeeded in convincing 
Daniel Pearson that he should 
return to Wilmington and help to 
solve the murders. 

They got on a Boston & Maine 
train and got off at Reading. The 
the constable was waiting. The 
constable snapped a pair of 
handcuffs on the wrists of Daniel 
Pearson. 

Pearson turned around to Cobb 
Eames. “Lem,” he said, "iffen I'd 
of known you was gonna do this, 
you'd a never left Boston!” 

Jimmy's daughter, Susanna Hale, 
otherwise known as Aunt Suzy, told 
that to the writer many years ago. 
She was 93 years old at the time. 

The shoes which Daniel Pearson 
was wearing when arrested were 
hand-patched, They had an iden- 
tical cut, on the sole, to that seen in 
the sand of Andover Road by Abiel 
Carter. Pearson was tried for 
murder. His defense attorney was 
Benjamin Buuler of Lowell 

Butler was to become famous. He 
became a Major General in the 
Civil War. He became Governor of 
Massachusetts. He also made a re. 
mark about a professor at Harvard 
College during a murder wial, for 
which Harvard never forgave him 

Pearson had no money, to pay for 
Butler's services. Butler had him 
sign over the ownership of the 
house. 

But Butler could not beat the 
evidence of that shoe cut, in the 
sand on the Andover Road. Daniel 
was hung, in the Charlestown State 
Prison, 

His body was buried just inside 
the Middlesex Avenue gate to 
Wildwood Cemetery in Wilming 
ton. Many years ago the ladies of 
Wilmington would tell their 
daughters that the body was buried 
in the middle of the entrance, so 
their horses and carriages would go 
over the body 

But that was not correct. Daniel 
Pearson was buried in ground to 
the right of the entrance. It is there 


today, without a tombstone 

In that same cemetery, but in a 
place unknown, are the bodies of 
his wife and two children. There is 
a record they were buried, but no 
one knows where. 

Butler collected his fee, and later 
a part of that home was sold to 
Jerry Doucette. Jerry, the first of 
his name in Wilmington, was a 
Nova Scotia Frenchman who built a 
big home, on Ballardvale Street. It 
is now owned by his grandson, 
Bobby Doucette. 

That part of the murder home 
may still be on the Doucette 
property. Jetty Doucette used it for 
years, as a chicken coupe.

During World War II, he was a 
T/Sgt and served in the U.S. Air 
Force as a radio operator and 
mechanic, gunner on B-17's, with 
34 missions out of Italy 

He is survived by his wife Rosalie 
of Adams Street and a daughter 
Terry of Dedham; also a daugh- 
ter-at-heart, Carol Tosi

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- Tech may change 
drug policy

A move to refine Shawsheen 
Tech's new drug and alcohol policy 
before it even goes into effect was 
denied Tuesday following a lengthy 
discussion by the school committee. 
Superintendent-Director Benja- 
min Wolk asked the board to 
eliminate an extra-curricular ac- 
tivity restriction which would keep 
offenders out of extra programs 
and off athletic teams for one 
calendar year. This restriction, he 
felt, would only penalize a minority 
of students or approximately 40 
percent who currently participate 
in those activities. The other 60 
percent, he claimed would not be 
affected by this section of the 
policy, something he viewed as 
unfair. 


Instead of the restriction, Wolk 
said he would like to see some sort 
of rehabilitation program included 
in its place. He stressed that the 
school should be "concemed with 
cure and rehabilitation rather than 
punishment.” 

Committee Kevin Sowyrda took 
strong exception to the request. He 
pointed out the policy only goes 
into effect in September and 
Suggested they give it a chance to 
work before making changes 

Other members were adamant 
that the policy needs to be harsh to 
serve as a deterrent to potential 
drug users. The Handbook Com- 
mittee which created the policy 
recommended board members stay

All hail the lowly frog! 

Those midnight serenaders that 
have frightened little girls and 
school marms since the dawn of 
time have yet a higher purpose in 
life, 

They make superb bait. 

Bass and pickerel just can't resist 
a meal of fresh frog legs, provided 
the rest of the frog is attached. 
Frogs make such good bait, in fact, 
that the state has placed limitations 
on their use, 

As of this year, bait frogs must be 
2 1/2 inches long or less, nose to 
vent, except for leopard frogs 
(better known as green leapers, 
available in better meadows 
everywhere) which are always 
long, lean items. 

Also, no more than 10 frogs of 
legal size may be in possession at 

+ any time and they aren't for sale. 

There is a good reason for all 
this, of course. Bigger frogs breed, 
while the smaller specimens just 
add bulk to the tag end of the food 
chain, 

Since frogs can't be sold, how do 
you get'them? Well, you can either 
angle a fishing fly in front of their 
noses, which works, or catch them 
by hand. 

My favorite way to catch frogs 
(brace yourself) is to get right 
down there with ‘em, By moving 
slowly enough I can usually get one 
hand almost underneath the little

The two preferred ways to set up 
frogs for business are to run the 
hook through the nose or through 
the thigh. I prefer the nose because 
a thigh-hooked frog tends to spin 
‘on the retrieve. 

Fishing with frogs is remarkably 
simple. It's called cast and forget. 

Toss the frog somewhere near 
shore (never in deep water) and sit 
back. Give it a twitch now and then, 
but don't make the frog look 
terrified. If a fish takes an interest 
in your Jyzy frog, you'll know -- 
believe me. 

I lost a hook, a frog and about ten 
feet of line one summer night while 
fishing a frog on Peter's Pond in 
Dracut with my old buddy, Don 
Dery. 

The frog, sadly, had expired. But 
since the hook ran through the 
pointy end of the frog, the 
movement was close enough to

designed and consiructed for 150 gallons 
per day per bedroom. A minimum of 600 
gallons per day shall be used for each 
dwelling unit except where an instrument 
satisfactory to the Board of Health is 
registered with the deed restricting the 
tnutnber of bedrooms that can be constructed 
on the lot to a number less than four per 
dwelling unit. The system can then be 
designed for 150 gallons per day times the 
resincted number of bedrooms. 

3. The minimum size leaching ficld shall

contrary to gloomy predictions 
of demographic decline just a 
decade ago. 

New England is poised to 
become, a region of the future, 
particularly if quality education 
remains high on the agenda, 
and if public and private 
resources support expanding 
educational opportunity. 

How productive this region is, 
is shown dramatically in the 
chart ‘on this page. New 
England, with only 5.3 percént 
of the U.S. population, has 9 
percent of the nation’s colleges 
and universities. The region 
educates professionals in 
numbers well beyond its share 
of the national population 

This achievement provides a 
unique regional concentration 
of advanced professional man- 
power in cutting-edge fields 
essential to the high-technology, 
high-service industries New 
England has developed. 

The capacity of the region to 
produce highly skilled pro- 
fessional men and women in 
numbers far out of proportion to 
its modest population base is 


| the result of a number of 
factors 
Resident enrollment has 


been supplemented by those 
who migrate here to attend 
college in New England — 25 
percent enroll from other 
States. 

—The region attracts 7 
percent, or 23,500 of the most 
qualified 350,000 foreign 
students enrolled in the U.S 
International education should 
continue to grow. 

The balance between New 
England public (50 percent) and 
independent (50 percent) 
campus errollment is 
apparently unique in the world, 
let alone in the U.S., where 
overall enrollment is divided 80 
percent to 20 percent in the 
favor of public education. This 
balance encourages an excep- 
tional range of educational 
options. 

‘The enrollment of women in 
higher education sets a national 
standard: Women comprise 53 
percent of New England under- 
graduate enrollment, 40 percent 
of the entering classes in 
regional law schools and 
medical schools.

Wakefield's choice real estate

Lake Quannapowitt is not a 
lake 

And you cannot live on its 
surface. 

Unless, of course, you hail 
from the family of duck, goose 
or the silver swan 

There are a few members of 
the family of man who dwell on 
the banks of Wakefield's 
shimmering jewel, which is by 
legal definition merely a ‘great 
pond.” And those lucky few are 
closer than the rest of us to the 
peace of Quannapowitt, and the 
beauty of its willows, waves and 
wildlife. 

In warmer weather, sunfish 
and sailfish abound on the 
water's surface. 

Posted signs imply the 
presence of tiger muskie and 
northern pike, and some people 
even suggest that the town 
should breed seacows. 

Quannapowitt does not mean 
“peaceful waters,” or, as far as 
is known, anything particularly 
poetic in any Indian tongue 

The 254 acre body of water, 
which once was known 
“Redding's Great Pond,” wi 
named for a 17th-century 
Indian, Christian and spy 

Quannapowitt (as lake) is 
currently known throughout the 
region for the year-round 
recreation which it provides. In 
summer there may be 
swimming, sailing, fishing, a1 
concerts from the bandstand. 
The roads and paths around the 
lake are a mecca for walkers, 
joggers, strollers and bicyclists 
eager to race or to amble. 

The large raised great pond 
has been deve colonial times 
available tQ every citizen in the 
commonwe: r fishing and 
fowling. Since 1649, legal use of 
the water by any citizen has 
come to include, along with fair 
weather usage, ice-boating, ice- 
fishing, skating or riding upon 
the ice, “taking water for 
domestic or agricultural 
Purposes or for use in the arts, 
and the taking and cutting of 
ice...” 

A place, in the past, for the 
floating strains of big band 
music and seasonal holiday 
festivals, for fireworks and fire- 
flies, the lake and its use have 
been subject to controversy and 
some community turmoil over 
the years, and all may never be 
totally placid, above or beneath 
the waters, 

The lake, which according to 
Barbara Lohrey, deservedly 
“gives to Wakefield center the 
reputation of being unsurpassed 
for beauty in all the area,” by 
the 1960s 
fetid, weed-filled bog, offensive 
to sight and smell.” 

A field survey of the weed 
problem in the lake revealed the 
Presence of plants, like water 
Shield and arrowhead, whose 
handsome but martial names 
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CANADA GEESE though friendly, may hiss if approached too 
closely, which means take warning. Officials discourage 
feeding of increasing wildfowl on banks of Wakefield’s Lake 


Quannapowitt.

William Millard, founder of 
[ComputerLand and of IMS 
Associates (developers of the 
1976 IMSAI) will deliver the 
keynote speech.

David Bunnell, publisher of 
PC World and MacWorld, will 
give an overview of the contest 
entries and judging process. Mr. 
Bunnell organized the first 
World Altair Computer Con- 
ference in Albuquerque, N.M. in 
1976. 

First-prize winner John 
Blankenbaker will talk about 
the Kenbak-1, which he designed 
in 1971. The Kenbak-1 is the ear- 
liest personal computer 
discovered in the contest. The 
256 byte machine was visionary 
in that it was aimed at the 
educational market, though only 
40 were sold. In comparison, 
over a million Apple II personal 
computers have been sold. 

Thi Truong, president of Total 
Telematics Technology in Paris, 
will be arriving to discuss the 
French-built Micral, which he 
designed in 1973. While only 500 
were sold, this machine is still in 
use in France, 


In 1973, Don Lancaster devel- 
oped the first, low cost system in 
which data and text appeared on 
a tv screen. The TVT-1 TV 
Typewriter, as it is known, is 
one of several prototype designs 
entered by this personal com- 
puter pioneer, who will discuss 
his inventions.
